Dr.  Willis  McDonald  Tate, 
president  of  Southern  Metho¬ 
dist  University,  Dallas,  Texas, 
will  give  the  address  at  the  In¬ 
augural  Luncheon  which  will 
be  held  Tuesday,  Oct.  6,  at 
11:45  a.m.  in  the  Student  Union 
Building. 

Dr.  Tate  is  an  alumnus  of 
Southern  Methodist  University 
taking  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts  in  1932  and  his  Master 
of  Arts,  in  sociology,  in  1935. 
He  has  done  additional  gradu¬ 
ate  work  at  The  University  of 
Texas  and  at  The  University 
of  Chicago.  He  holds  honorary 
degrees  from  Texas  Wesleyan 
College,  Centenary  College, 
The  University  of  Denver,  Ok¬ 
lahoma  City  University,  and 
The  University  of  Tulsa. 

In  September  of  1945  Dr. 
Tate  joined  the  SMU  staff  as 
assistant  dean  of  students.  July 
1,  1948,  he  was  appointed  dean 
of  students  and  on  Nov.  15, 
1950,  he  was  made  vice-presi¬ 
dent  in  charge  of  development 
and  public  relations. 

Dr.  Tate  was  elected  fifth 
president  of  Southern  Metho¬ 
dist  University  by  unanimous 
vote  of  the  University’s  Board 
of  Trustees  on  May  6,  1954.  He 
succeeded  Dr.  Umphrey  Lee. 

Dr.  Tate  is  co-author  of  Hu¬ 
man  Behavior  in  Industry,  a 
book  published  by  McGraw- 
Hill.

Faiiure  to  display  a  permit 
is  a  ?2.00  fine.  A  $4.00  fine  is 
assessed  for  driving  on  a  walk¬ 
way  and  blocking  driveways- or 
walkways.  Two  dollar  fines  are 
also  issued  for  parking  in  the 
wrong  parking  lot,  in  a  fire 
lane,  on  a  roadway,  and  in  a 
undesignated  area. 

Fines  are  to  be  paid  in  the 
Dean  of  Students’  office.  If 
they  are  paid  within  48  hours, 
the  fine  is  decreased  by  one- 
half  the  amount  indicated.  Stu¬ 
dents  wishing  to  appeal  a  tick¬ 
et  will  pay  tile  fine  and  peti¬ 
tion  in  writing  to  the  Parking 
and  Traffic  Committee. 

A  student  who  receives  three 
parking  tickets  will  be  subject 
to  disciplinary  action,  which 
may  include  loss  of  parking 
privileges,  removal  of  car  from 
the  campus  or  the  city  of  Mary¬ 
ville,  or  dismissal  from  col¬ 
lege. 

Failure  to  register  the  car 
will  result  in  fine  or  discipli¬ 
nary  action.
